Urban Renewal 
Plan Outlined 


An urban renewal project cost- 
| ing $734,550 — of which the town 
would pay $244,850 — has been 
proposed for submission to the 
government. 

A meeting of the Urban Renewal 
Committee with the Selectmen 
Monday night discussed the filing 
of an application for further 
planning funds, based on the 
suggested program. If filed, and 
approved by federal authorities, 
detailed plans would be developed 
at an estimated cost of $93,500. 
The government would pay this 
cost, with no financial assistance 
from the town. If the eventual 
plan is adopted by the community, 
this charge would be included in 
the over-all cost of the project. 

A vastly-reduced area has been 
outlined by Planning Consultants 
Candeub and Fleissig. It is_re- 
called that a large area was first 
considered. But a _ government 
formula spelling out the amounts of 
money that would be considered 
for each community forced reduc- 
tion of that plan. 


The area as now _ proposed 
covers 26.25 acres, extending 
enerally along both sides of 


Main st., from Chestnut to Elm; 
east to Bartlett and Florence sts., 
and west to Brook and Essex sts,

Indefensible Position 


We have been not a little perplexed at the maneuvering 
and strange reversal of opinion involving a Shawsheen 
firm’s request to use a lot of land for construction of a 
new car salesroom. 

First, a request went to the Appeals Board asking per- 
mission to build the structure. Then this was withdrawn 
and the town itself officially issued a building permit, 
with full advice and consent of the town counsel and one 
or two of the Selectmen. Then this was in turn withdrawn 
by the town’s agent, the building inspector. Now it looks 
as though the subject will go back to the Board of Appeals 
for further hearing. How confused can an issue become? 

We see the strange, and obviously disturbing, reversal 
by the building inspector, who has now acted against the 
advice of town counsel. The Selectmen, too, apparently 
have agreed to this action, although their legal counsel 
ruled to the contrary.

Several strange conflict-of-interests also exist, to fur- 
ther muddy the waters of common sense and good logic. 
The Board of Appeals, back in 1953, said the petitioner 
must ask permission whenever he wanted to build on the 
lot. A 


member of the Board which signed the decision 


still serves on that Board. His son is the building in- 
spector. 

Atty. Walter Tomlinson is an associate member of the 
Board of Appeals — sitting in judgment on cases before 


the Board when a full membership is not available. But 
he was not needed to sit on this case. He did, however 
appear as counsel for a neighboring firm in the Village, 
voicing objections to the petition to construct a building. 
Thus he appeared as counsel before men with whom he 
sometimes sits. 

We firmly believe that all parties to this dispute have, 
and will continue, to act honorably and intelligently. 
There is no legal question involved in appearing as coun- 
sel before a Board, as long as the counsel is not also 
sitting in judgment on the same case. There also is no 
legal problem involved in members of a family taking part 
in a decision via the various positions they hold in the 
municipal structure. 

But these relationships, however legal and honorable, 
are disturbing to the degree that many persons do not be- 
lieve it to be fair to a petitioner. By these persons, and 
there the 
Appeals Board and any action of the town officials will 
be viewed with scepticism. While this may not be logical, 
it will be their opinion and one hard to dislodge.

Area Described 
In a general description, the 
consultants’ report states: : 
‘*Rast of Main st., the bound- 
aries are drawn so as to permit 
integrated new shopping and 


parking development on a substan- 
tial scale. Total clearance is 
not contemplated, however, Some 
of the commercial frontage on Main 
st. south of Post Office ave. is 
in good condition. This is included 
so that a proper relationship to 
adjoining areas can be established 
in the project plan. In addition, 


the Florence and Bartlet st. front- 
ages contain some Standard 
housing, and are included (for 


rehabilitation and conservation 
action so that they may be properly 
protected from the adjoining com- 
mercial area.

He also reported that the 
Sacred Heart School had allowed 
the Association to use the tennis 
courts behind the school and that 
they had been put into usable 
condition during the summer, Many 
residents used them, he stated. 
Skating at the Sacred Heart rink 
has also been arranged, he told 
the gathering. 

Formed last spring as a non- 
political civic organization, the 
SVIA has expanded its interests 
in these recreational! directions.
